This problem should be taken up by congress at once, 
and whatever legislation is necessary to bring the 
controversy before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion and equip it to act fully and conclusively should 
be accomplished without delay. | 
Emergency legislation to thfs end is not hasty leg- 
islation, for the inadequacy of our present system of 
regulation has been widely dis and is gener 
ally realized. It is discreditable to American intel- 
ligence that we have allowed the regulatory system 
to go so long incomplete. If we are to control rail- 
way revenue we must control all its elements, 
not merely rates, but wages, expenditures, and secu- 
rity issues. They are all interdependent factors, 
and must be brought within the consideration of the 
regulating power.

QUENTIN AGNEW, whose 
impending marriage to Miss Cicely 


Inskip of Clifton Park house, Clif- 


ton, Somersetshire, has just been 
. announced, is colonel command- 
ing the Third Royal Scots Fusilier regi- 
ment, and also a member of the king’s 
most ancient royal bodyguard of, gentle 
men at arms, in which every private is a 
veteran officer above the rank of captain. 
A widower with several children and a 
land owner in Scotland, where he owns 
an interesting old place known as the 
house of Knock, near Portpatrick, he is a 
brother of Sir Andrew Agnew of Loch- 
haw castle, in Wigtownshire, eighth 
baronet of his line. 3 
There are two Agnew baronetcies 
which must not be confounded with each 
other. That of Sir. George Agnew is 
of quite modern origin, having been be- 
stowed by Queen Victoria in 1895 upon 
the late Sir William Agnew, head of the 
great firm of art publishers in London, 
Manchester, and Liverpool. The other 
Agnew baronetcy—namely: that of Sir 
Andrew, and with regard to which Col. 
Quentin Agnew stands high in the line of 
succession—is a very ancient one, having 
been created as far 2 as 1024. 


There is an old e eee tradition 
as to the origin of the name of Agnew. It 
seems that when the Norsemen con- 
quered northern France and founded the 
duchy of Normandy, there was an old 
Norse Thane who settled near Bayeux. 
Both he and his wife were well stricken 
in years and had been childless, when 
their prayers for a son were heard and 
twin boys were born tothem. The boys 
were still in their early childhood when 
they sickened and both died on the same 
day. While the bodies were lying unburied 
a stranger arrived at their house and 
the old couple laid aside their grief to 
fulfill the duties. required by the laws 
of hospitality. 

In thus entertaining a stranger 3 
ministered to an angel unawares. The 
| guest was no other than Saint Martin of 
Tours, who, being shown to the guest 
chamber at night, took holy water and 
consecrated . Later on he went to the 
room where the two small bodies lay and 
also sprinkled them with holy water, and 
then left the house in the early morning 
before any one else was up. When the 
old Thane and his wife came to “ bury 
their dead, after daybreak, they found 
the boys alive and well. 

The children from that time forth bore 
the names of Agneaux—the Lambs of 
God—and the descendants of these 

“heavenly twins,“ bearing the same 


[mame of Agneaux, still hold, in the Bo- 
cages, in Normandy, the same land where 


their ancestor. the old Norse Thane, had 
established himself with his wife and

His descendants multiplied in numbers 
and when in due course Duke William of 
Normandy led his army across the chan- 


nel to the conquest of England, there 


were several cadets of the Agneaux fam- 
{fly tn his train. To one was given lands 


at Redenhall, in Norfolk, while another 


settled in Hertfordshire, where his name 
of Agneaux was corrupted into D’ Aignell. 
By the fourteenth century the D’Aig- 
nelis had lost most of the land which their 
forbears had acquired at the conquest, 
and the chief of the house, John d’Aig- 
nell, got together a small body of re- 
tainers arid set out in search of adventure 
as a soldier of fortune. |

The Agnews eee e thetr fair 
share to the pages of Scottish history. 
One of them, hereditary sheriff of Wig- 
townshire in the reign of James IV., led 
the levies of Galloway to Flodden and re- 
turned so badly wounded that he died in 
a few days, while his son was slain in the 


terrible detent of the Hoyts on Pinkie! 


Cleuch. 
Although the Agnews of the time of 


Mary Queen of Scots accepted the refor- 


mation, yet they remained loyal to fer, 
fought for her bravely at Langside, and 
formed her escort, when she galloped 
after that crushing defeat, from Glasgow 
to the shores of the Solway.” For their 
devotion to his mother James Lot Great 
Britain bestowed a baronetcy upon them. 
The Agnews suffered severely under 
Cromwell. 


The most picturesque of the Agnews of 


the eighteenth century was Gen. Sir An- 
drew Agnew, who as a young man was 
present at the first Duke of Marlborough’s 
great victory of Ramillies, who com- 
manded the Scotch Fusiliers at the battle 


of Dettingen, under the eyes of George 


II., while in the last Jacobite rebellion in 
1745, he, with his Scotch Fusilier regi- 
ment, was intrusted with the defense of 
Blair le against Lord George Mur- 
ray, one o most picturesque episodes 
of the campaign. 

The royal castle of Lochnaw long since 
has passed into the entire possession of | 
the Agnews, and may be regarded as 
their ancestral home, since they have 
been in residence there for close upon 
six centuries. The late baronet was 
married to Lady Louisa Noel, daughter 
of the Earl of Gainsborough, while the 
present baronet’s wife was a Miss Ger- 
trude Vernon, granddaughter, through 
her father, of the first Lord Lyveden.

With regard to the other Agnew baronet, 
Sir George Agnew, the art publisher and 
member of parliament for Salford, he 
owes his name to the fact that his ances- 
tors were clansmen of the Agnews of 
Lochnaw castle, but who drifted from 
the county of Wigtown and settled in 
Ayrshire, whence his grandfather emi- 
grated southwards in search of a living. 

He reached Manchester, where for 
twenty years he worked in partnership | war 
with an Italian clock dealer named Zan- 
ettl When Zanetti retired and left 


Thomas Agnew to continue the business} 
he commenced to deal in pictitres and 


prints. In course of time he took his 
sons, William and Thomas, into partner- 
ship, and died in 1866, leaving his firm 
with a big Lancashire reputation.

. grow flowering plants successfully, be- 
cause of lack of sunshine. 

I would not advise putting much money 
in ferns at the start. It is better to buy 
two or three kinds and experiment with 
them. If your experiments are success- 
ful you will be warranted in investing 
more money next yeur. If you fail with 
them you will hardly care to continue 
your experiment
